which will be at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon or tomorrow at the same hour."

dation for the claim that the respon- 
sibility for the rupture, if one'comes, 
will have been .due to their intransi- 
geant attitude. They have decided.in 
case of a break to take s(eps to dis- 
prove any such claim. 


MEETING PLACE.

in, 'the. East, was 


launched at 12:^47 p. m. today at the 
yards of 
the New 
Tork Shipbuilding 


Company in Camden. N. J. The launch- 
ing was witnessed by Governor Hoch 
of Kansas, whose 
daughter acted as 


sponsor for the ship. 
Along with the 


Governor was a christening party of 
thirty Kansans. 


An unusual feature of the launching 


was the fact that the vessel was christ- 
ened 'with spring water procured from a 
Camden county, N. J., spring, instead of 
the customary bottle of champagne. This 
was the first time that water instead of 
wine has been used in launching a vessel 
in this vicinity. 


Governor Hoch of Kansas made the 
suggestion, and he made the announce- 
ment 
after 
the . launching that 
the 


christening bottle contained only water. 


The Kansas is a sister shin of the 


Vermont, now being built at the yards 
of the Fore 
River 
Ship 
and 'Engine 


Building Company, Quincy, Mass. 
She 


will have the same armament as the 
batleship 
Minnesota, launched. several 


months ago at Newport Hews. 


The keel plates of the Kansas were 
laid February 10, 1904. She is known 
as a 450-foot battleship, and her con- 
tract calls for the maintenance of an 18- 
knot speed for four consecutive hours. 


The hull is of steel throughout and is 
fitted .with bilges and docking keels. -Her 
general dimensions are as follows: .Length 
on load water line!

aft;.the 8-inch guns will also be mounted 
in pairs in four turrets on the quarters, 
separated by two-Inch" nickel steel splin- 
ter bulkhead; the 7-inch guns will be 
mounted on the gun deck, where six of 
the 3-inch guns will" also be placed, two 
fore and 'four aft, while six will be 
mounted on the main deck on the super- 
structure, two on the upper deck and 
two on the bridges.

IVORY. 
: 
Ivory is, strictly speaking, obtained 


only from the. tusks of the .elephant, the 
finest-of which come from, the east coast 
of Africa. This hard, heavy,' fine-grained 
green. or guinea ivory is esteemed for its 
transparency, and because :,its light yel- 
low or pale Wood tint, unlike the white- 
ness of other kinds, which becomes yel- 
low, 
bleaches with. age. 
The different 


species ot African elephant supply almost 
all the ivory .used in Europe. Its quan- 
tlty is enormous. The British importa- 
tion in 1900 was 1,175,000 pounds, whioh 
represent 60,000 tusks.- One London .firm 
sells 10,000 tusks yearly .in billiard balls. 
Under so heavy a drain .the supply must 
fail/, but to fall back upon are remark- 
able deposits of -mammoth tusks which 
have accumulated on the rivers discharg- 
ing into the Arctic ocean. 
Since man began to express himself in 
art he has made use. of ivory. ' Here, 
however,'-the term has a wider applica- 
tion. It covers the teeth, of the hippo- 
potamus, the long .tusks of the walrus, 
and even the single tooth of the narr 
whale. Under, the .'description of. ivories 
come carving In polished stag's-hora and 
•In bone. The most remarkable, of prehis- 
toric Ivories is the representation of a 
head and shoulder of .an ibex carved in 
reindeer, horn, which IB done with so 
much science, and observation, though 
the work of a cave-dweller of Dordogne, 
that naturalists are able. to assign It to 
the Ibex of the Alps rather than that 
of the Pyrenees. 
- ; 


Billiard ballS are turned .from rthe most 
.perfect elephant . trusks; not necessarily 
the largest, for'the best"and most costly 
are made from teeth scarcely larger than 
the .balls .themselves in diameter, and 
known as ball teeth. Some. of. the: balls 
turned from even these- are' better than 
others. 
They -are of . higher ^grade the 
nearer they: are to the termination of 
the nerve which runs through the tusk, 
and the smaller this is,-as may b«: ob- 
served in the. black speck.to be seen on 
a ball, the better the duality. 


Fossil or blue, ivory is sotaetimes found 
in commerce, and is used- occasionally In 
the -manufacture of jewelry. It: is evi- 
dently from' the tusks of antedeluvlan 
mammoths burled .in the earth for thou- 
sands of years, during which-. time they 
have become slowly penetrated with me- 
tallic salts, which have given fchem a 
peculiar blue color, allowing them to be 
used as: turquoises.

A JAPANESE ASSAULT. 
Lieut, Tokutaro 
Oshio. a 
Japanese 
officer, gives the following description of 
an attack on Russian works during the 
battle of Mukden: "At the suggestion 
of an officer of the staff corps we volun- 
teered to rush the works the same night. 
Men came to their officers and begged to 
let them go and fill up the trenches with 
their corpses, so .that others 
following 
them might walk over their bodies into 
the defenses. At the men's earnest re- 
quest a deputation of officers and men 
was sent to the divisional commander, 
who gave them the requested permission, 
not without some hesitation. All the un- 
wounded of our company offered them- 
selves to a man, and formed up—in fact, 
they all offered themselves; but we weve 
compelled to take only the unwounded. 
The men of the Kess'itai formed up in a 
square, each man with a tumbler full of 
water, to drink to the long parting—a 
parting after which they might never 
meet again. Gen. Tachimi 
uncorked 
some wine, and himself poured just a 
drop into each man's glass, shaking hanilts 
with each. Holding his glass aloft, he 
said: 
'Gentlemen. .1 .have not much to 


sa.y to you tonight. You know well the 
desperate nature of your undertaking, in 
which success is not certain. You know- 
also the chances against your returning 
alive to tell the tale. I can only wish 
you, 
gentlemen, godspeed. Go, gentle- 


men, 
do your best.' 
"It is an overwhelming honor and a 
responsibility almost too great to lead 
men such as these to dangers and de- 
struction, men to whom in age I am but a 
younger brother, and in point of experi- 
ence a mere child, 'I nave got seven yen 
in my bag, Honda; take it out when I 
am gone, and send it up to the war fund 
office, will you?" 'Now. these are my last 
verses, keep them for my sake. Oka" 
'Good-by. Tori; meet you at Shokonsha' 
•(the shrine of those' fallen, for the' nation 
'and country). These-are bits .of. sen- 
tences I catch as I "-pace to and fro in 
the' front waiting for 'the 'signal to ad- 
vance. It made 'me- think:' I have seen 
almost all the important .actions since, 
the war began., yet 1 am here-.still and, 
about to lead'my. trusted and tried heroes 
to almost certain annihilation. 
"At midnight the men threw off the. 
winter coats, and white distinguishing 
bands were put on the left sleeves in 
readiness to move. With drawn swords 
the officers lead, with fixed bayonets tie 
men 
follow. 
In our usual formation. 
First grenade men in a line at certain 
intervals, then the main body In columns 
of sixes -with a grenade-man at every 
few naces in the ranks. And with a tre- 
mendous veil we stormed into the earth- 
work. What followed I cannot bear to 
recite. 
How many of us returned! A 


few. 
a very few. And the works? Intact 
still! As we receded came the enemy's 
counter-attack—the officer 
In command 
of this section knows his business well. 
But there is nothing so ridiculously easy 
-as to repel a Russian counter-attack.-"

Strenuous Editing in Sacramento. 


The Sacramento Bee kindly says, "THE TRIBUNE is. a splendidly 


edited paper:' We should appreciate the compliment more highly if it 
were not coupled with an attempt to convict this paper of discreditable 
journalism. There is not a more readable paper in California than the 
Bee; it is clever, enterprising and original, and its frankness would be 
admirable if its candor did not sometimes go to unjustifiable lengths 
and merge fact into fiction. It sometimes makes mere inferences the 
basis for charges which are neither concretely or approximately true. 
It jumps at censorious conclusions with a readiness surprising a jour- 
nal so acute—generally speaking. 
Perhaps its very acuteness leads 


it into the mistake of accepting intuition far fact. 


The Bee should be ashamed to say THE TRIBUNE eveV declared 


that it wanted the discussion relative to certain accusations made by the 
Bee regarding the San Francisco correspondence of this paper stopped. 
The Bee alleges that THE TRIBUNE was "printing the productions 
of the Ruef-Schmitz syndicate," and we -stated that the charge was 
false. The Bee repeated it and in disputing it a second time we stated 
that we proposed to drop the discussion for our part because it was 
childish to continue an argument practically limited to accusation and 
denial. The matter is really unimportant, and as we then stated that 
we had no wish to interfere with the Bee's pastime of lecturing its 
•contemporaries. 


There was not the slightest intimation in what was said in these 


columns that we wished the discussion stopped. The Bee, in common 
with other journals, is at liberty to draw any conclusion or inference 
it sees fit from what appears in this paper, and we have no objection to 
any discussion its editor may be pleased to indulge. The Bee made ! 
a specific statement, however, as to the source of certain contributions 
to this paper, which statement we unequivocally declared to be without 
truth. It is still destitute of truth, notwithstanding the Bee's con- 
tinued iteration of its original charge. 


Our Sacramento contemporary attempts to bolster up its unwar- 


ranted allegations by quoting isolated paragraphs from our San Fran- 
cisco correspondence which it construes to be too friendly to the 
Schmitz administration, and from which it draws the deduction that 
the correspondence emanates from a Ruef-Schmitz syndicate, which 
so far as we know is a wholly imaginary organization. Our San Fran- 
cisco correspondence speaks 'for itself; we have no desire nor intention 
to apologize for it, and we certainly do not propose to reveal the iden- 
.tity of our contributors for the satisfaction of the Bee or anybody else. 


Because we decline, in.accordance with our policy and the recog- 


nized ethics of journalism, to debate with the Bee the identity~and 
motives of our contributors, that our contemporary courteously and 
veraciously insists that we are printing the productions of a RtreE- 
Schmitz syndicate of which we know nothing; and now supplements its 
original baseless statement with the equally baseless one that THE 
TRIBUNE has said it wanted the discussion stopped. This sort of 
quibbling and tergiversation is both trivial and contemptible. It is 
not given dignity by the fact that it is seconded by the Woodland 
Democrat and the Winters Express, which get their inspiration and 
their fa.cts from the Bee. 
It is only offering Bardolph Pistol as secur- 


ity for Falstaff. 
The Bee does not like Schmitz, and therefore quar- 


rels with every printed statement which is not derogatory to that 
official and his followers. 


It is the habit of THE TRIBUNE to print the facts as it sees 


them without regard to whether they chime with its wishes or not. As 
it does not .color its news to suit the inclinations of its editors and' 
proprietors, it will certainly not do so to please testy and captious con- 
temporaries, who habitually assume that disagreement with them is 
prima facie evidence of criminality. The facts of the political situation 
in San Francisco are in nowise altered by vvha.t the Bee or this paper' 
chooses to think about them or what the wishes of any of us may be. 
Saying a horse is seventeen feet high and sticking to it does not prove 
the height of the animal, and THE TRIBUNE declines to make indi- 
vidual wishes and hopes the criterion of truth. 


Our correspondents have dealt with the Schmitz administration 


and the political situation in San Francisco with a frankness that has 
"displeased both sides, but as the intent was to state the facts and not 
what somebody wanted to be the facts our letters from San Francisco 
have from time to time excited the ire of all factions. 
It is precisely 


for this reason that they are interesting and widely read. They are 
open -to criticism on the. part of anybody, but it is not legitimate criti- 
cism nor courteous journalism to falsely charge that they emanate 
from a certain source because they displease the critics or set forth 
statements of facts which to some people appear misleading or untrue. 


Virtually, our Sacramento contemporary charges this paper with 


cowardice because we refuse further to discuss the propriety of its 
editorial policy with other newspapers, to refute malicious and un- 
founded statements respecting the motives and identity of the writers 
who contribute'to its columns. The Bee may humbug some people 
with the preposterously impertinent pretense that another newspaper 
is guilty of any charge the Bee may see fit to bring if it does not make 
a clean breast of its editorial confidences on demand, but it cannot 
impose on men conversant with the usages of the newspaper business. 
Neither can intelligent laymen be deluded with the absurd proposition 
that any person can bring an unsupported accusation against another 
and compel him to prove his innocence by revealing his private busi- 
ness concerns or stand convicted. The Bee knows that it is making 
a shabby defense of an ungenerous and unwarranted charge. 
It is 


well aware that in calling the Winters. Express and the Woodland 
Democrat in the muster for the march around Coventry it is fudging 
on the credulity of the public, and'is seeking to invade journalistic 
privacy as an excuse for making a hasty and unfounded charge. 


The Bee has never presented a scintilla of-evidence that 
THE 


TRIBUNE is publishing "the productions of the Ruef-Schmitz syndi- 
cate." It has never shown that a,ny such syndicate exists. The ex- 
tracts it quotes from THE TRIBUNE'S correspondence prove noth- 
ing that every reader of this paper is not much better acquainted with 
than are the readers of the Bee. They prove nothing, save that the.v 
are distasteful to the gifted editor of the Bee, who is tilting at the 
Universe as if it were filled with haunted castles and captive maidens 
and he the only rescuer in sight. He is so fond of contemplating his 
own spotless virtue that he sees nothing but crookedness around him 
and makes the patient and long-suffering earth resound with his recital 
of the malefactions.of his brother editors. It appears that there are 
not three honest men in California journalism. One is addicted to 
ancestor and self worship and the other is divided between the Wood- 
land Mail and the Winters Express. Really it is too bad. 


The Boy Gang and Its Fruits. 


The five young men charged with the murder of Thomas H.~Cook 


all belong to respectable families, and have 'grown up in a community 
that ranks among the most moral in the State. It is natural,'therefore, 
to inquire why these youths just passing from boyhood to manhood 
have, if all circumstances are not at fault, become thieves and murder- 
ers. Idleness.and the gang habit appear to be largely responsible for 
their embarcation on a career of crime. They were permitted by their 
parents and the police to congregate in the evening and spend their 
time as they saw fit without let or hindrance,* making the streets their 
playground and selecting their own manner of amusement. They be- 
came rude and boisterous, and it did not'take long for innocent "mis- 
chievousness to degenerate into brutal and criminal enterprises. Their 
nightly larking increased their appetite for excitement, and emboldened 
by immunity" went from bad'to worse. -By and by they,adopted crim- 
inal means of getting money to spend, and from theft proceeded to rob- 
bery and burglar}' till finally murder has crowned their careers as des- 
peradoes. •Their downfall can be traced directly to the gang habit, the 
roving of the streets at night without guardianship, seeking excitement 
and amusement in whatever form it was-to be found. A criminal' lead- 
ership-developed and a career of organized crime followed., If the 
parents had kept their boys at home or.lhe police fiad broken up their 
nightly larking several 
respectable 
families would 
not • now 
be 


suffering the pangs of miseryi.and disgrace, and the lads in the County 
Jail would not be fearing the gallows for committing an atrocious 
crime. The devil always finds mischief for idle hands to do, and,when 
the idle hands are organized into a gang having the freedom of the 
streets arid the cover of darkness, there is going to be-not only a great 
deal of mischief but very bad mischief. Under such conditions the 
moral fib.re of youth, always impressionable and easily led, rapidly 
deteriorates. From scampishness to studied criminality is an easy and 
natural transition. Beer drinking and petty theft; then robbery and 
lastly murder. That is the story of these Fruitvale lads. They were 
permitted to choose their own associates, make their own environment, 
and dispose of their idle hours as their vagrant fancy and .wild spirits 
directed. Their parents let them do as they pleased; the. police al- 
lowed them to congregate when and where they saw fit, and paid no 
attention to what they did. It is not strange- that they had the devil 
for a mentor, and that his suggestions "has led them to the gibbet. The 
wretched story is an instructive, one. Whenever a gang of boys are 
allowed to congregate regularly on street corners and put,,their wild 
wits .together, there's- sure to be mischief afoot. No good can come of 
such gatherings, which have none of the elements of healthy frolic in 
them. The boys lack .money and occupation. 
They usually wind up 


by getting both money and excitement by predatory habits. 
The 


moral is that parents should keep close watch over their boys and with 
whom they associate, and that officers of the law should break up these 
night prowling gangs of youngsters. 
' 


The best kind of a uniform divorce law is one that will forbid the 


granting of divorces. It is the divorce itself, not the quality of the law 
that is hurtful to society.

Object of the Chinese Boycott. 


The editor of a Chinese newspaper stated, at "a meeting of the 


Merchants Exchange, called to consider the Chinese boycott of 
American goods, that his couhtryrn'en were content to have Chinese 
laborers excluded but insisted on all other classes of Chinese being 
admitted. This again brings: to the fore the-old question, when is a 
merchant a merchant? 
emigration Commissioner'Hart H. North, 


in a communication submitted to the Exchange by Senator Perkins, 
states that last year 154 Chinese, holding consular certificates to the 
effect that they were merchants, students or travelers were denied 
landing at the port of Sari Francisco on the ground that the holders 
of the certificates were not what they represented themselves to be. 
The Commissioner adds that two reputable Chinese merchants said 
to him that they did not think a single bona fide merchant had been 
denied landing. All the certificates rejected as being fraudulent in 
pretense were vised by former Consul McWood, who was sum- 
marily removed by the President for conniving a,t evasion of the ex- 
clusion law. If no bona fide merchants were, turned' back by the 
Federal officials, what legitimate ground of complaint have the Chi- 
nese? If they are content that laborers shall b.e excluded why do they 
insist that bogus or improperly issued consular certificates shall be 
recognized? No specific case has yet been presented where a Chinese 
entitled under the law to admission has ben denied the right to land. 
It appears, therefore, that the .grievance of the Chinese is primarily 
that the Federal officials have taken proper precautions to detect and 
prevent fraud. 
For this they are being abused in the Chinese press

MEASURING EYE JUMPS- 


We know that an eye, a" ordinary 


reading distance, takes in ,aT:out one 
inch of a line at a time, and that In 
reading a line of an ordinary book the 
eye makes five or six distinct jumps- 
But as the movements ari; so very 
minute and rapid how have they been 
studied? 


A beam of light is thrown upon the 


cornea of the '«ye, and this beam is | 
reflected by the cornea on a photo- j 
graphic plate. 
As the eye moves in 


reading the reflected beam .also moves, 
and upon developing the plate, which 
Is also kept moving, a zigzag line is 
found. 
A study of such photographic: 


tracings shoVs that the eyes in turn- 
ing back to pick up the next line'have 
some difficulty in so doing. The long- 
er the line of print the greater the ef- 
fort, and-for this reason we may con- 
clude that a narrow line is better for 
an eye than a long one, and if the line 
be _much 
wider 
than tlie ordinary 


newspaper column there is greater ef- 
fort

John R, Glascock, Jr, 


Makes Dangerous

two daring young men climbed the

It will be found [of unusual interest 


here for the reason that 
one of 'the 


climbers is John R. .Glascock Jr.,: who 
was raised and- is well known here and 
who is the son of the attorney of that 
name, wCio has long been a resident of 
Oakland 
. 


John R, G-luascock-of Oakland/Cal., 


and Ernest Dudley;1 the former a Uni- 
versity of California student and the 
latter, a Stanford man, of all who went, 
made the most -daring climb up Mount 
Rainier during the recent outing of 
the Sierra, Mazama. and Appalachian 
clubs in Paradise Park and ttre Rainier 
Park rese-rye. Up the almost impass- 
able southwest slope of.the big moun- 
tain, the two daring young climbers 
made their way, and in a single day 
reached the summit of the mountain 
from the Sierra camp in Paradise val- 
ley, 
a short distance -below the old 


"Camp of.the Clouds.". 


The climb has been attempted doz- 


ens and perhaps hundreds of times be- 
fore, but always the climbers have met 
obstacles, they could 
not 
overcome. 


The trip has not only-been attempted 
by mountain climbers who have taken 
the trip for the adventure of the "thing 
and for the love of moutain climbing, 
but has also been attempted by Mount 
Rainier guides, whose business it is to 
pilot climbers to the summit. All have 
met with the same obstacles. 
They 


could not get over some of the high 
precipices and slides of rolling, .loose 
rocks and' aave turned back.

was the question put to Glascock,"after 
he had successfully 
completed' the 
climb.

Darkness was 
coming on and we knew that the pass- 
age of the glacier after dark was im- 
possible.

cliffs and crevasses to be seen from the 
camp with the naked eye,

young men believed they would be able 
to overcome those obstacles and reach 
the summit by-the new- trail. Tliey had 
talked'with the guides and old resi- 
dents in the district-and had neceiv- 
ed the. Information.that the trif u-r- the 
mountain by the route they proposed 
was not only useless but extremely 
dangerous.. .

California, had climbed'to the top' of 
the mountain over Gibralter rock by 
way of Camp Muir, the route usually 
taken by climbers.

comparatively easy .for - them. 
Glas- 


cock wanted -something harder. Butler 
was willing to rest on his laurels, and 
Glascock .finally secured the compan- 
ionship of-Ernest Dudley., and at 
6 


o'clock in. the 
morning • they .started 


from camp. 


CROSS NISQUALLY, FIRST. , 


Their first- work was to cross the 


Nisqually glacier, which they did .'by. 
winding in,and out among .the .hun- 
dreds of crevasses and over moraines 
until they reached the cliff-on the op- 
posite side.to the head. .They climbed 
oyer this and through-a .gap in' the 
ridge on the other side to the head ,of 
the Van 
• Tromp-glacier.' 
' ' ' 


From .there, they made their way in 


a diagonal line to 
the .head 
of the 


Kautz .glacier. In- order to get across 
they were forced to descend into crev- 
ases by chopping ice steps-'and-get out 
in tile .same manner on the . op'osite 
side. 
They worked their way, finally, 


irp the medial moraine of 
the Kautz 


glacier and then up the -steep'snow to 
the decayed rock, bed farther .on. - The 
rocks were crumbling - u n d e r 
them, 


and there was . no chance for a firm 
foothold;. 
Neverthelessvthey. -worked 


their way over the rock bed and 'finally 
in a zigzag coursa to' the sky-line.-: — 


Finally they came to a point where 


the cliff was sheer, for', about 250 feet 
on their right. 
Along the left side of 


this cliff which had to-be passed- they 
found a small ledge. They followed 
this for about 400 feet, where'it ended. 
Then-they climbed along 
on 
basait 


rocks, which looked as they. had. been, 
piled up. by hand: ' The loose blocks 
were constantly '" tumbling 
down 'and: 


slipping from under" the 
feet of the 


two climbers. 


After passing the cliff they came to 


the head of the Tacoma g-lacier, where 
they found an- immense-:snow. field. The

They could not return, 
as. the. melting ice and .snow ;ha"d made 
tne trail which they had traversed in 
the morning impassable.

forward. For a while their course was 
along a.hogback 'ledge covered with 
loose volcanic rock. -The ascent led

they came to the edge of the last rock 
terrace of about 200 .feet. 
They re- 


connoitered for a short time, and final- 
ly'startd up the steep chimney. Tlie 
climb was up an eighty-five degree 
slope of basalt rock, with a large dia.- 
mond-shaped rock in the center. 
This 


was climbed as the other cliffs. Glas- 
cock went up first, and then let down 
the rope to Dudley. Then the course 
to South Peak led over a steep snow 
slope. 
It was a Ciard climb, but at 


7:30 
o'clock they made their way to it. 


No welcome was ever so .heartily 


received by the two climbers as that 
which they received on that peak. All 
day. long they had been climbing alone 
without seeing a living person. Many 
times they had been in doubt it t'jey 
would ever again see a human face. 


A HELIOGRAPHIC WELCOME. 
The welcome they received op the 


crest of the South Peak .was just 
heliographic flash from Camp Sierra.

SAN FBAISTCISCO, August 12.—Well,, our primary elec- 


tion is over and Ruef has been defeated. He was beaten by so 
narrow a margin that there is no wonder the wisest of-the poli- 
ticians found it difficult to say in advance who. would win. .The 
result of the election must have been a bitter disappointment to 
Ruef. 
He expressed everywhere and to everybody that he 


would control the convention by a decisive majority. He really 
seemed to feel that he would win at least twelve of the eighteen 
districts, and even on election day he felt sure of carrying such 
districts as the Thirty-fourth, Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth, 
where the fight was going against him. He also expected to win 
in the'Forty-third, and possibly in the Fortieth. 


To be sure he won in nine of the eighteen districts, splitting 


even with his opponents in the number of districts carried. But 
his opponents carried the big districts, while he carried the small 
ones, and so he will be outvoted in the convention. He has been 
making considerable claims, through the "Post," that many of 
the League's delegates are flocking to his standard; but, as a 
matter of fact, there is nothing in that. It is very hard work to 
have men elected on a ticket pledged to a certain issue and then 
to get them to break away from their pledges and go into one of 
the opposing camps. When McNab and the Horses and Carts- 
' fought out their battle of last year, and the result showed that 


McNab had won by a very narrow margin, there was a great deal 
of striving on both sides to capture delegations or individual: 
delegates. But after all the work the changes that were secured 
did not amount to anything, and McNab controlled the conven- 
tion with the greatest possible ease. So it may be taken for. 
granted that when the convention meets on the 19th of Septem- 


* ber, the delegates controlled by the League and the delegates 


controlled by Euef will total just about as it was supposed they 
would when the returns were counted last Tuesday night.

And' now, of course, the great question is, what effect will 


the defeat of Euef have on the fight against Schmtzy in' Novem- 
ber? Toil can get all sorts of opinions on that subject, with aiy 


i guments to support each of them. Of course, it can be said in 


so many words that had Ruef won the control of the Republican 
convention the re-election of Schmitz would have been conceded 
at once. All the courage would have been taken out of the op- 
position. 
There would have been a certainty of .having three 


tickets in the field, and in a triangular contest Schmitz very 
probably would win by a more, decisive plurality than he did in 
the contest with Lane and Crocker two years ago. But the vic- 
tory of Ruef's opponents makes it practically certain that there 
will be but two tickets in the field, McNab uniting his Democrats 
with the Republicans in the effort to get rid of Schmitz, Ruef 
and all the present administration influences. 
The opponents 


of the Mayor will go into the battle with renewed courage. They 
have found that Ruef is not quite the bugaboo they feared he 


was. 
They have found that he can be beaten. Having defeat- 


ed him once they will have more confidence in their ability to 
defeat him again. 


Then again it can be very properly argued that a large pro- 


portion of the men of San Francisco who are now summering in 
the country will be back in November, and will quite generally 
vote against Schmitz'. The proportion of these siunmer board- 
ers who will be against Schmitz probably is not as great as some 
of the enthusiasts think it is, for he has a wide following entire- 


].y apart from the working classes. But still the proportion will 
surely run strongly against the Mayor.

'Against this is the fact that when the Schmitz and anti- 


Schmitz votes cast .at the primaries were totalled, Schmitz was 
in the lead by something-like 1200. So there are many to argue 
that the same proportion will prevail at the November election, 
when nearly twice as many votes will be east, and consequently 
Schmitz stands a chance kfwin by a margin of 2400. Again the 
friends of Schmitz call attention to jthe fact that not very much 
more than half of the labor vote of'San Francisco was called-but 
on Tuesday, and that it has been demonstrated that this labor 
vote is solid for the Mayor, and cannot be taken away from him. 


The fact that this vote is solidly.with the Mayor was demon- 


strated beyond,all peradventure by the primary election. The 
Republican-League spent quite a large amount of money in the 
effort to get up any opposition in the labor ranks, and Arthur 
Fisk used his client, Treasurer John B. McDougald in this same 
direction. But McDougald was discredited, and the opposition 
labor movement summoned so few votes as to render the attempt 
ridiculous and utterly unworthy of the money spent upon it. 
< 


In one district, where the opposition had placed ten names 


on its ticket, there was but one vote cast for that opposition. As 
for McDougald, his effort to lead the workingmen away from 
Schmitz has resulted in his entire elimination as a factor in the 
Mayoralty-contest. Every district delegation that endorsed 
McDougald before the primaries was defeated at those prim- 
aries. 
So the politicians have accepted as a fact, what I all 


along have told the readers of THE TRIBUNE,7that labor was 
more solidly for Schmitz this year than it ever was before. 


On the: other hand the victory of the opponents of Ruef has 


started a more general desire to'see a straight out fight between 
the Citizens' Alliance and the Labor Unions. There has been 
so much talfc»6f such a fight that no one will have it any other 


way, 
no matter who the candidate may be on the Republican 


side. So there are a good many who now say that they believe 
the city is" ripe for a revolt againstSchmitz J Ruef and the Labqr 
Unions. There is a-tendency--of those holding'this view to ac- 
cept Jim McNab as the Mayoralty..candidate.' That would make 
a straight-out issue, and people all over the'world would know 
after our election in November, just whether we favor a Labor 
Union Government or a Citizens' Alliance Government. 


There is a notion prevailing, however, that,the Citizens' Al- 


liance is not as strong as it was, and that its,members are rapid- 
ly dropping away. I cannot speak with authority on this point, 
and merely give my information from the mouth of rumor.
